and left the continent of Europe be­ 
hind at noon (5 a. rn., EST). 
Except for small islands, the fliers 
will be out of touch with land 24 to 
36 hours until they strike the Ca­ 
nadian mainland and point their 
red-winged monoplane towards the 
United States Pacific coast. 
They took off at 3:22 a. rn. (8:22 
p. rn. EST, Sunday) with few for­ 
malities on the Arctic sky trail blaz­ 
ed by three other Soviet fliers who

Vancouver. 
Washington, 
June 20. They were expected to pass 
Franz Joseph island, following the 
same route as the trail blazers.

GERSHWIN DIES; 
COMPOSED MUSIC 


Hollywood, July 12 (AP)—Death, 
striking swiftly, ended the career of 
George Gershwin, whose ‘‘Rhapsody 
in Blue" lifted Jazz music from tin 
pan alley to the level of the classics. 
He came up from a $15 a week 
song plugger to compose scores for 
film musicals at a reputed $250,000 
a year. 
He was a 
Pulitzer 
prize 
winner. 
Putting it another way. Pandro S. 
Berman, who directed Fred Astaire 
and Ginger Rogers in a picture as 
they danced to Gershwin's 
songs, 
said; "He was a supreme artist, in 
his rare ability 
to 
link 
classical 
music with the swift tempo of to­ 
day." 
Gershwin was 38. He died Sunday 
of a brain tumor, after a hurried 
futile operation. One six'cialist had 
flown from Berkley and another, Dr. 
Walter Dandy, of 
Baltimore, 
was 
ready to fly from New York. 
He and Ira Gershwin, his brother, 
who writes lyrics, were working on 
the music for a new motion picture, 
"Goldwin Follies.” 
Gershwin was born in Brooklyn.
